Another spate of rumours con- 
cerning ‘mysterious booms” were 
also brushed aside by the army re- 
porter.

Soldier on Canal reports: 
‘enemy was all around’ 


By MOSHE SHALEV, Military Pool Correspondent 
More and more Egyptian troops kept moving up to replace those 
who had fallen on-the first day of the war, one of the soldiers man- 
ning the Canal fortifications reported on Friday. 


“J was looking out: dnd saw, 
quite near’me, men moving around 
on the battery. I had no idea 
whether they were ours or un- 
wanted visitors. But I found out 
the very next’ minute — those were 
Egyptians. We opened fire and got 
the lot.’ But: we soon saw that they 
were all over the place.. They were 
coming over the Canal in boats to 
aftack. We pened up with every- 
flies. But more’ would just come 


up to take their place. We sealed 
ourselves tight inside the fortifica- 


tion and waited it out 

“Our radio equipment was func- 
tioning splendidly all this time and 
helped -us. maintain contact with 
headquarters. We asked for instruc- 
tions. ‘We are busy holding the 
Egyptians,’ was the reply. 
on over on foot.’ oe Si 


“There was no point in starting 


-a battle with the Egyptians who 


were all around ug. We knew that 
any noise we made would draw 
their fire — and that meant hun- 
dreds of various types of weapons. 
A teeming, disorderly mass of ene- 
my troops moving around us in all 
directions, - 

“after walking for several hours 
we made-a halt. We were very tired 
after 24 hours without sleep. The 
concentrations of Hgyptians seemed 
to be thinning out. The impression 


was that they did not dare venture. 


too near our lines. 

“We moved forward slowly, de- 
termined. that not a single one of 
us would be left-behind. We slowed 
down to match the pace of one of 
our men’ who-had been wounded 
earlier — though not seriously. It 
was already past midnight and we 
did not want the Egyptians to spot 
us. when daylight came. We went 
on, on foot, through the - dunes. 
Those sand dunes may look terrific

‘Keep ‘em flying’ 


ΕἸ Al mounts its 
biggest operation

El Al mounted the biggest opera- 
tion in its history during the first 
week of the current war: in the 
seven days that followed the brutal 
truncation of Yom Kippur by the 
Egyptian and Syrian armies, the 
national air carrier surpassed its 
heaviest regular schedule in any pre- 
vious week. 

Up to this morning, the national 
air carrier transported 22,173 pass- 
engers to and from Lod Airport, 
12,283 of them incoming. The latter 
were Israelis returning to join their 
Military units, thousands of new im- 
migrants, hundreds of news media 
personnel, and many tourist groups. 

El Al remained the only regular 
air link with the outside world since 
Lod Airport was declared closed to 
civilian air traffic following the out- 
break of fighting on October 6. 
When, ‘the following day, the Civil 
Aviation Administration permitted 
special flights subject to clearance 
for each separate aircraft, only El 
Al and a single TWA aircraft — 
.which had remained parked: at Lod

to regular flights and it was not 
clear whether Lloyds (with which 
most international airlines are in- 
sured) would permit its Policies to 
cover such “special” flights. Only 
TWA and Air France each ven- 
tured a solitary flight the next day. 

On Tuesday Lod was reopened to 
civilian air traffic. Although the 
stipulation with regard to clearance 
for each flight remained, this gave 
the green light to Alitalia, of the 
foreign carriers, to resume flight 
that same day, followed on Wednes- 
day by Air France, KLM and Sa- 
bena. 

One charter airline, Sterling of 
London, kept coming most of the 
week to pick up tourist groups. 

New trouble hit the foreign oper- 
ators in the middle of last week, 
however, when most national] air 
pilots associations decided that the 
Middle East remained a danger zone 
despite the opening of Lod Air- 
port. As a result, the airlines which 
resumed services became dependent 
on volunteer crews. 

Both Alitalia and Air France told 
The Jerusalem Post on Friday they 
were making every effort to main- 
tain the service, but only El Al 
flights remained certain. 5 

El Al spokesman Moshe Eilat said 
the carrier was flying all its regular 
routes, although schedules were be- 
ing shuffied subject to the needs of 
the hour.

KISSINGER BRIEFS PRESS ON MID-EAST SITUATION 


THK JERUSALEM PUSI 


U.S. aim is to stop war; lay 
basis for a stable peace 


U.S. Secretary of State Hen- 
ry Kissinger gave a wide-rang- 
ing survey of U.S. policy on 
the Middle East war during a 
Washington press conference 
on Friday morning. Here is the 
text of Dr. Kissinger’s initial 
statement on the area, and the 
questions and answers which 
followed. 

I thought it might focus our dis- 
cussion if I began by giving you a 
brief summary of the situation in 
the Middle East aa we see it. 

You ladies and gentlemen will 
understand that we are, at this 
Moment, in a delicate phase in 
which our principal objective has to 
be to bring about a cessation of 
hostilities, and to lay the basis for 
ἃ more permanent peace in the 
Middle East. and thay therefore, 1 
will have to be somewhat guarded 
in some of the observations 1 make 
and in some of the answers I give 
to your questions, But 1 expect 
after the conclusion of this phase 
to have another press conference 
in which I will give a fuller ac- 
count than may be possible today. 

Wow, let me talk about the situ- 
ation in the Middle East in the fol- 
lowing parts: 
after the conclusion of this. phase, 
outbreak of hostiltties. Secondly, 
the American efforts, after hostilities 
started, to bring about a cessation 
of hostilkties. Third, a very brief ob- 
servation on the military situation 
as we see it today. And, finally, 
where we hope to zo from here. 

First, with respeot to what we 
‘mew prior to the outbreak of hos- 
tilities. In the week prior to the 
outbreak of hostilities, the U.S. was 
aware that there were additional 
concentrations of Syrian forces and 
also that the Egyptian forces were 
engaged in what was interpreted 
both by our intelligence as well as 
by Israeli intelligence as their regu~ 
lar fall manoeuvres. 

We asked our own intelligence, 
as well as Israeli intelligence, on 
three separate occasions during the 
week prior to the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, to give us thelr assessment 
of what might happen. There was 
the unanimous view that hostilities 
were unlikely to the point of there 
being no chance of it happening. 
Nor was the possibility of hostilities 
raised in any of the discussions with 
either of the parties that took place 
at the United Nations during the 
last week. 


PRE-EMPTIVE ACTION 

In these circumstances, the U.S. 
had no occasion to warn any coun- 
try against engaging in pre-emptive 
action. The U.S., therefore,-in the 
week prior to the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, gave no advice with respect 
to a contingency that we had been 
unanimously assured was not likely 
to happen — in fact’ Waa.‘ certain 
not'to happen... ben 

The first time the U.S. Govern- 
ment was informed..that hostilities 
might be imminent was at six 
o'clock Saturday morning, when I 
was awakened and immediately con- 
tacted the President. From then un- 
til the time that we were informed 
that hostilities bad, in fact, begun 
— which was around nine o'clock 
on Saturday morning—we did made 
intensive efforts with the parties, 
as well as with the Soviet Union 
and the Secretary General of the 
ΤΙΝ. to attempt to prevent the 
outbreak of hostilities. 

Obviously, given the scale of 
preparation that must have been 
made prior to the outbreak of hos- 
tilities, these efforts were unavall- 
ing. 

After hostilities broke out, the U.S, 
set itself two principal objectives. 
One, to end the hostilities as quick- 
ly as possible. Secondly, to end the 
hostilities in such a manner that 
they would contribute to the maxi- 
mum extent possible to the promo- 
tion of & more permanent, more 
lasting solution in the Middle East. 

‘Therefore, the U.S. has sought 
during this period — first in the 
UN. and, secondly, through 8 
series of bilateral contacts — to 
create a framework in which both 
of these objectives could be real- 
ized. We have explored the possi- 
blities of erystallzing ἃ consensus 
within the U.N. We have also been 
im touch with the parties, as well 
ag with the permanent members of 
the Security Council, in order to 
see what bilateral efforts might 
bring. 

We have not gratuitously sought 
opportunities for confrontations in 
public forums which might harden 
dividing lines, and which might 
make it more difficult to move to- 
wards a settlement. 
| When this phase is over, we will 
give an accounting of the efforts 
we have undertaken, and then a 
jedgement can be made with re- 
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aspect to them. For now, our ob- 
jective is to bring about an end of 
hostilities in such a manner that 
we will be in contact with all of 
the parties, as well as with the 
permanent members of the Security 
Council, after hostilities are ended, 
because we believe that in this man- 
ner, we can make a maximum con- 
tribution to a just and lasting 
peace in the Middle East. 

Our assesament of the military 
situation, as we see it this morn- 
ing, is that Israeli forces seem to 
have advanced some distance into 
Syria. Egyptian forces are holding 
the east side of the Suez Canal to 
8. distance of about six to ten miles. 
The Egyptian front — the Suez 
front -- is reasonably stable, and 
the Syrian front is somewhat. fluid. 

As for the future, the U.S. will 
continue to make, and is now en- 
gaged in making efforts to bring 
about an end to hostilities in a 
manner that contributes to long- 
term peace in the area, and I may 
say to long-term peace in the en- 
tire World. This 19 the framework 
of our discussions. 

And now, Stewart, if you would 
lke to ask the first question. 


CAN DETENTE SURVIVE? 

*Q. What I would like to ask is 
in connection with bringing about a 
framework of stability, and 50 
forth. 

You said Monday that the de- 
tente between the Soviet Union and 
the U.S. could not withstand or 
could not survive irresponsibility in 
any area, including the Middle East. 
And I am wondering whether in 
that connection you feel that the 
Russian statement urging other 
Arab states to join Egypt and Syria 
in the fight against Israel consti- 
tutes the sort of irresponsibility 
which jeopardizes the detente and, 
if it does so, whether you intend 
to match from the American side 
the war supplies which are said to 
be coming in to the others from 
the Soviet side. 

A. That's at least two questions. 

With respect to the first question: 
The behaviour of the Soviet Union 
in the Middle East crisis. and the 
effect of the Middle East crisis on 
U.S.-Soviet, relations. Any assessment 
has to recognize that both the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union confront, each 
from thelr own perspective, a very 
complex situation in the current 
crisis. 

Indeed, the reason why we believe 
that a long-term settlement in the 
Middle East is so important is the 
danger that the Middle East may 
become in time what the Balkans 
were in Europe before 1914. That is 
to say, an area where tocal rivalries 
that bave their own momentum will 
draw in the great nuclear ers 
into a confrontation that they did not 
necessarily seek or even necessarily 
start. 

It is obvious that the U.S. has a 
traditional friendship with Israel, 
which it will maintain in this crisis. 
It is also clear that the Soviet Union 
has a relationship going back some 
years with some of the Arab states, 
which it also will not rupture during 
this crisis. The difficulty both of us 
face is whether, whife remaining true 
to our principles, we can, neverthe- 
less, conduct the relationships in such 
8. manner that the larger interests 
of peace are served. 


MILITARY AIRLIFT 

We did not consider the Soviet 
statement to the President of Al- 
geria helpful. We did not consider 
the airlift of military equipment 
helpful. We also do not consider 
that Soviet actions, a3 of now, con- 
stitute the irresponsibility that on 
Monday evening 1 pointed out would 
threaten detente. When that point 
fs reached, we will in this crisis, a5 
we have in other crises, not hesi- 
tate to take a firm stand, But at 
this moment we are still attempting 
to weigh against the actions of 
which we disapprove, and quite 
strongly, the relative restraint that 
has been shown in public media in 
the Soviet Union and in the con- 
duct of their representatives at the 
Security Council. 

And as of this moment, our ob- 
jective is, as I stated, to end hostil- 
ities on terms that are just to all 
without exacerbating relations to an 
unbearable point. 

I want to repeat; when we make 
the judgement that actions have 
reached the point of irresponsibility 
we will be very firm in meking this 
clear. 

Q. Mr. Secretary, do you believe 
in light of the Soviet evacuation of 
dependents from Syria and Egypt. 
last Thursday and Friday, that, (1) 
they knew in advance of the plans 
for the attack? Do you feel that 
they should have informed the U.S. 
of those plans? and (2) Do you feel 
that the Soviet Union, to any de- 
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gree, encouraged the attacks? 

A. It ig too early to make a 
flnal judgement on all of these mat- 
ters. If the Soviet Union encour- 
aged these attacks — which we 
Rave, as of now, πὸ evidence of — 
that would have to be treated by 
uS 865 a very" serious matter. 

Now, if the Soviet Union learn- 
ed of these attacks thraugh its own 
intelligence or in some other man- 
ner and did not inform us, then this 
ig a different problem. 

In an ideal world, one would ex- 
pect closer consultation but, given 
the particular volatility of the Mid- 
dle East. it would have beeu a 
heavy responsibility to make known 
certaln advance information. Ne- 
vertheless, we would like to atress 
that if either side in this relation- 
ship has certain knowledge of im- 
minent military operations in any 
explosive part of the world. we 
would consider it consistent and, 
indeed, required — hy the princi- 
ples that have been signed between 
the U.S. and the Soviet Union — 
that an opportunity be given to 
both sides to calm the situation. 

@. In view of the reputation of 
Israeli intelligence, to what do you 
attribute the failure of both their 
and our intelligence to spot what 
was about to take place? 

A. Nobody made any mistakes 
about the facts. There are always 
two aspects to Intelligence. One is 
a determination of the facts; the 
other is the interpretation of these 
facts. And there is the tendency of 
most intelligence services — and, 
indeed of most senior officials, and, 
indeed of some newspapermen --- to 
fit the facts into existing precon- 
ceptions and to make them consis- 
tent with what is anticipated. And 
if you start fram the assumption 
that a war is probably unlikely — 
if you know that there have been 
Bgyptian manoeuvres every Sep- 
tember over the last ten years — 
then there is probably a tendency 
to make observed facts fit your 
preconceived theories. Thig is one 
of the gravest dangers of all intel- 
Ugence assessments. And facts are 
much easier to come by than in- 
tentions. 

Over the years that I have been 
in this position, the possibility of a 
massive Arab attack was not con- 
sidered among the most likely by 
any of the evaluators - that I've 
talked to, 


REASONABLE TIME 

Q. May I follow that? Mrs. Meir 
said that she had advised other 
governments — I think she used 
the expression ‘a reasonable time 
in advance” — so that they could 
attempt to prevent it. 

A. Well, it depends on your defi- 
nition of a reasonable time. We 
were informed, at six o'clock on 
Saturday morning, that a . war 
might. be imminent. We were in- 
formed somewhat earlier that Is- 
rael did not intend: to attack her- 
self, but that did not indicate to 
us necessarily that an Arab attack 
was imminent. 

Q. Mr, Secretary, what kind of 
help are the Soviets giving Egypt 
and Syria? What kind of heip are 
we now, or will we later, give to 
Israel? 

A. Herb, at this time I would like 
to stress again that our principal 
problem in responding to questions 
like this is to keep in mind that we 
are in a very delicate situation 
which can be very easily inflamed 
by rash statements or by responding 
to very immediate pressures. 

The Soviet airlift, at this mo- 
Ment, is moderate. It's more than 
light. It’s 4 fairly substantial air- 
lift, and it has to be addressed in 
Telation to the possibility of in- 
fluencing immediate military oper- 
ations. 

As far as we are concerned, you 
all know that we do have an on- 
going military relationship with Is- 
rael, which we are continuing.

Q. Would you give. us, sir, your 
overall assessment of the state of 
attitude by the superpowers—by the 
three major powers: the U.S,, the 
Soviet Union, and China—in respect

The 60-year-old Ford was expect- 
ed to pass congressionad hearings 
and debate with flying colours, 
helping to heal the divisions and 
bitterness brought about by the 
Watergate and Agnew scandals. 

The tall, Pipe-smoking lawyer 
and former college football star 
has represented a western Michigan 
district in the House of Represen- 
tatives for 25 years, building ἐπ a 
reputation as a staunch party men 
and a strong supporter of Nixon's 
policies. 

Ford said after Nixon announced 
his decision, “I am extremely grate- 
ful and I am terribly humble.”
